9«Bbff men had gona W^ m Mr. 
Jno. J. Vanfleve's. two milea tntm 
town on the Clarksville pike, whan 
MrJ VanQeve's soB-hi^lMr. llMk 
l«2^l!, arrived on a night train and 
(alepboned that he was about to 
gft a horse and boggy and eomaoot 
Young VanCieve told him not to do 
that, but wait until he could come 
to town after him. Peniek. a stu- 
dent at McLean College, was spend- 
ing the night with VanCieve and the 
yonng men hitched up Mr. Rasaell's 
horse, iv^hich was at his fathw-iU' 
law'^, and drove to town. 

They are not clesr as to how the 
accident happened. When in front 
of Mr. J. T. Wall's, they were sud- 
dmly arftosed from the half-sleep 
they had dropped into by the bug- 
gy's hitting the curbing and Penick 
waa thrown headlong out of tha ve- 
hicle, but escaped with no injuries 
of consequence. This caused the 
horaatorna and ha ran at high 
speed a square or more, when Van- 
Cieve was thrown out ai the corner 
of Virginia and 18th street, in front 
of Mrs. Ledford's house. He struck 
with such force upon his head that 
he was rendaiad antitaly ancon> 
scious. Persons in the vicinity were 
soon on the scene and Duugias Han- 
cock summoned an automobile and 
took the young man to his home 
near the city. On the way out he 
had a convulsion and it was feared 
that he would not live to get home. 
Drs. Scone and Thomas were with 
him. His pulse was beating only 32 
when he reached home. Kverything 
possible was at unce done. It was 
found that no bones were broken, a 
severe contusion on the forehead 
being the trouble. The outer wall 
of tha skull la not fractured. The 
young man regained consciousness 
for a short while Sunday morning, 
but soon lapsed again into uncon- 
sciousness and was delirious. 

A surgeon from Evansville ar- 
rived Sunday and nothing ia being 
left undone to save the yaoog aan's 
life. 

He is a splendid young man, wide- 
ly popular and his friends in large 
numbers called at his home Sunday 
to express their sorrow and were 
greatly gratified to be told that 
there was at least a chance for his 
recovery. His tondition 
changed yastarday afternoon.
